AN EDMONTON MAN IN 
SCOTLAND 


The Bulletin is in receipt of the 


following communication from Mr. J. 


Editor Edmonton Bulletin, 


Dear Sir:—Having arrived here 
some few days ago by way of Glas- 
gow, London, and Liverpool, and hav- 
ing~taken in a few of the sights of 
those cities, I find them all somewhat 
larger than our western Canadian 
cities, also very busy places, particu- 
larly in shipping affairs. I also find 
them very densely populated by many: 
ditferent ciasses of people. The poor- 
er classes very much jm jevidence. 
Edinburg J find to be a very differ- 
ent city. Its population appears to 
be made up chietly of a more leisured 
class with a much lesser number of 
poor people in sight, and with much 
less stir and bustle. Order and. clean- 
liness would appear to be its motto, 
it has a great number of historical 
monuments, some very ancient 
castles, churches and burying grounds. 
numerous municipal and government 
buildings, universities, ete. In short, 
it is really a city of very substantial 
and up-to-date buildings, with splen- 
didly paved streets and a most splen- 
did-railway and street car service. It 
has a great many very large hotels, 
many. of which are temperance houses. 
1 find considerable: interest in West- 
ern Canada is being taken in some 
parts of Sectland of late. 

I am very credibly informed that 
over 1,500 persons left the Clyde for 
Canada during March and that more 
than that number have been bocked 
to leave in April. Mr. Walker, Can- 
adian immigration agent at Glasgow, 
has arranged for seven steamship sail- 
ings from Glasgow fer Canada for the 
month of April, and the second cabin 
secommodation on all these steamers 
save one is already taken up, and 
some of them are filled in the other 
departments also. The keen demand 


for second-class passages shows very 
conclusively that the passengers are 
of a very superior class of people. 


Competition between booking agents 
here is very keen. 

My journey from St. Johns, N. B., 
occupied ten somewhat uneventfal 
days—rain, snow, hail or wind every 
lay. Landed in Liverpool March 29. 
Weather here disagreeable ever sinee. 
Snowing heavily at the present mo- 
ment. Oh, for Sunny Alberta ! Have 
not as yet had an opportunity of see- 
ing country life on this side of the 
pond.
